Georgian Senator Richard B. 
Russell today disclosed plans 
to introduce legialation aimed 
at bringing about a more equal 
distribution of the white and 
Negro races throughout the 
United States. 

Under Mr Russell's propoacd 
bill, a voluntary racial reloca- 
tlon fon would be 
created to encourage and assist 
‘persons who desire to live in 
other statce to bring about a4 
more balanced racial popula- 
tlon In each state. 

Mr Russell “grave 
concern” over the bitterness 
thot is being fostercd because 
of what he called cfforts to 
force integration of the white
